Social  Purposes  —  Only  one  aspect  of 
schooling  our  children.    The  hope  of 
improving     society     through     public 
schooling  has  almost  become  an  article 
of  American  faith.  Horace  Mann  be- 
lieved it  was  the  key  to  all  social  prob- 
lems. He  argued  that  past  societies  had 
experimented  with  different  forms  of 
government  and  laws  in  an  attempt  to 
stop  crime  and  that  they  had  all  failed. 
The  answer,  Mann  said,  was  in  the  prop- 
er training  of  young  children  so  that  they 
would  not  desire  or  perform  criminal 
acts.  Mann  even  suggested  with  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  Utopian  hope  that  Ameri- 
ca might  see  the  day  when  the  training  of 
the  schoolhouse  would  no  longer  make  it 
necessary  to  enforce  the  law. 

The  idea  of  using  the  school  as  a 
means  of  social  control  was  first  explic- 
itly stated  by  American  sociologist  Ed- 
ward Ross  in  the  1890's.  Ross  referred 
to  education  as  an  inexpensive  form  of 
police.  He  divided  social  control  into 
external  and  internal  forms.  Tradi- 
tionally, he  argued,  internal  forms  of 
control  had  centered  on  the  family,  the 
church,  and  the  community.  The  family 
and  church  had  worked  on  the  child  to 
inculate  moral  values  and  social  respon- 
sibility to  ensure  social  stability  and 
cohesion.  In  modern  society,  Ross  de- 
clared, the  family  and  church  were  being 
replaced  by  the  school  as  the  most  im- 
portant institution  for  instilling  internal 
values.  Ross  saw  reliance  on  education 
as  a  means  of  control  becoming  charac- 
teristic of  America  society.  More  and 
more,  the  school  was  taking  the  place  of 
the  church  and  the  family.  '  'the  ebb  of 
religion  is  only  half  a  fact, ' '  Rose  wrote. 
'  'The  other  half  is  the  high  tide  of  educa- 
tion. While  the  priest  is  leaving  the  civil 
service,  the  schoolmaster  is  coming  in. 
As  the  state  shakes  itself  loose  from  the 
church,  it  reaches  out  for  the  school.  "

CCC's  Presley  excited 
about  prospect  of  district

Coahoma  Community  Col- 
lege could  be  looking  at  a  much 
more  stable  financial  future 
thanks  to  a  recent  bill  passed  by 
both  houses  of* Congress. 

Senate  Bill  2409  would  give 
CCC  its  own  junior  college  dis- 
trict, if  it  receives  approval  by 
the  governor. 

The  establishment  of  a  dis- 
trict would  guarantee  the  college 
funding  from  the  counties  that 
would  be  a  part  of  the  district, 
according  to  CCC  president  Dr. 


Vivian  Presley. 

This  bill  creates  the  district 
out  of  Coahoma,  Tunica,  Quit- 
man, Bolivar,  and  Tallahatchie 
counties. 

"In  the  past,  we  have  had  to 
rely  on  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  area  counties  to  stay 
funded,"  stated  Presley.  "This 
bill  is  so  important  to  our  finan- 
cial stability." 

Presley  also  explained  that 
without  having  its  own  district, 
CCC  has  never  had  a  college 
code. 

"It  was  unable  to  be  referred 
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to  as  Coahoma  Community  Col- 
lege, but  was  called  'the  estab- 
lishment in  the  County  of 
Coahoma  by  the  Mississippi 
River.' 

"This  will  finally  give  us  an 
identity  and  a  name,"  she  said. 

Coahoma  is  the  only  one  of 
the  state's  15  junior  colleges  that 
does  not  have  an  official  district. 

The  formation  of  a  district 
for  CCC  has  probably  taken  so 
long  due  to  segregation,  Presley 
speculates. 

"CCC  was  first  set  up  as  a 
college  for  black  students,"  said 
Presley.  "We  really  had  no  legal 
protection." 

But  all  that  will  change  if  the 
bill  is  signed  by  the  governor. 

"I  am  very  optimistic  and  ex- 
cited," she  said.  "This  will  be  a 
history-making  event."

Cable  TV  arrives  at  CCC  campus

Cable  has  come  to  Coahoma 
Community  College  through  a 
new  link  with  Cablecom  of 
Clarksdale. 

The  CCC  student  body  now 
has  the  luxury  of  cable  in  each 
dormitory  room  and  in  the  class- 
room for  instructional  purposes. 

The  dream  come  true  got  its 
start  in  August  1994  from  an 
idea  of  two  CCC  employees 
working  at  the  Skill/Tech  and 
Industrial  Training  Center. 

Charles  White,  industrial 
coordinator,  and  Betty  Lynn 
Hunt,  work  force  specialist, 
brought  their  idea  of  cable  on 
campus  to  the  attention  of  John 
Busby,  general  manager  of 
Cablecom. 


"We  thought  it  would  be  an 
added  asset  to  the  college  if  stu- 
dents could  actually  have  their 
own  cable  in  the  dorm  rooms," 
said  White  of  he  and  Hunt's  col- 
laboration. 

Claudia  Gooden,  dean  of  stu- 
dent affairs  at  CCC  who  coor- 
dinates extracurricular  activities 
at  the  college,  was  thrilled  at  the 
thought  of  adding  something 
that  would  entertain  students 
living  on  campus. 

Dr.  Vivian  M.  Presley,  presi- 
dent of  CCC,  also  was  delighted 
with  the  idea. 

"Not  only  can  our  students 
be  entertained  by  this  cable  sys- 
tem, but  there  is  a  world  of  edu- 
cational opportunities  at  our  fin- 
gertips because  of  the  addition 


of  cable  to  the  campus,"  Presley 
said. 

The  cable  venture  cost 
$55,591,  Busby  said. 

From  the  initial  idea  in  Au- 
gust 1994,  Busby  said  he  had  to 
write  the  project  into  the  1995 
budget  for  approval,  then  await 
the  added  materials  needed  to 
begin  the  work. 

"Once  we  got  everything 
going,  it  took  us  about  three 
months  to  complete  it,"  Busby 
said  of  the  two  miles  of  "plant" 
cable  it  took  to  reach  the  college 
and  the  additional  30,000  feet  of 
drop  cable. 

Busby's  six-man  technical 
staff  did  all  the  cable  work  and 
an  outside  contractor  wired  the 
dorms  for  cable. 
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CCC,  Preparing  to,  Cross  The  Threshold  of  Time" 'i 
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Football  1995  As  Seen  By  Coach  Eubanks 

Coach  Eubanks  speaks  about  his  feelings  about  the  1995  football  team.  "I  feel  like  this  will  be  the  best  bunch  of  student-athletes 
Coahoma  Community  College  has  put  on  the  field  in  some  time.  These  men  are  disciplined  students  and  from  all  indications  are 
disciplined  players. " 

Early  in  the  season,  those  were  the  words  of  head  coach  Melvin  Eubanks  as  he  described  the  impressions  of  his  ball  club.  With  new 
rules  in  effect  in  the  Mississippi  Community  College  Athletic  Association,  Coach  Eubanks  was  looking  at  barely  two  weeks  of  practice 
before  this  home  opener  August  21  against  South  Division  powerhouse  Jones  Junior  College. 

"Across  the  board, "  says  Eubanks,  "these  players  as  students  average  over  17  on  their  ACT  college  entrance  exams.  Most  of  their 
parents  are  professionals.  They  come  from  families  that  have  overcome  obstacles,  have  endured,  and  meet  challenges  head  on.  Believe 
me,  they  will  have  to  do  all  three  to  compete  this  year. " 

Last  year's  experienced  laden  team  is  gone.  The  entire  offensive  and  defensive  line  graduated.  Gone  is  a  line  that  averaged  285 
pounds,  was  quick,  and  held  its  own. 

However,  back  are  the  skilled  people  around  which  Coach  Eubanks,  Coach  Alvin  Jackson,  and  Coach  Valmadge  Towner  hope  to  build 
a  team  that  will  better  last  year's  2-7-1  mark. 

Purvis  Jackson  will  get  the  starting  call  quarterback.  Jackson  has  a  rough  first  half  last  season  after  replacing  an  injured  Jamahl 
Burns,  but  came  on  strong  at  the  end  both  in  his  passing  and  his  field  leadership. 

"Purvis  is  a  quarterback's  quarterback,"  says  Coach  Eu- 
banks. If  you  saw  him  on  campus,  you  couldn't  tell  he  was  a 
starting  quarterback  let  alone  a  ballplayer.  He 's  kind  of  shy,  hits 
the  books,  and  spends  a  lot  of  time  to  himself.  When  he  crosses 
that  sideline,  you  know  he's  in  charge.  I  think  he'll  mature  this 
year  into  one  of  the  top  three  or  four  quarterbacks  in  the  state.  "

The  Tigers  look  to  ground  out  some  yards,  too,  this  season. 
Jackson  will  be  handing  off  to  Moses  Cody,  returning  for  his 
second  year.  Cody  led  the  team  with  572  yards  rushing  last  year, 
with  a  couple  of  hundred  yard  games,  and  five  scores. 

"We  look  for  bigger  things  from  Moses.  He  had  a  good  line 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^  last  year,  but  even  though  we  may  be  smaller  this  year  (on  the 

line),  we  think  Moses  will  turn  up  for  us.  He 's  going  to  be  a 
factor  on  the  ground  that  should  improve  our  passing  game. ' 

When  the  Tigers  do  pass,  they  '11  go  to  a  trio  of  returning  starters.  Tyrone  Richardson,  Tyron  Smith,  and  Danielle  Shepard,  last  year 's 
team  leaders  in  receiving  will  see  a  lot  of  action  this  year. 

"Last  year  we  had  a  line,  this  year  we  have  backfield  and  receivers.  Who  knows  what  we  could  do  if  we  had  both  the  same  year.  With  a 
few  breaks,  with;  the  talent  we  have,  we  could  break  a  few  games  loose.  If  we  throw  as  much  as  we  have  in  the  past,  I  believe  our  receivers 
will  end  up  with  some  pretty  impressive  stats,  and  we'll  end  up  with  a  pretty  impressive  record. " 

"The  Tigers  are  young,  but  practices  have  been  going  real  good, "  says  Coach  Eubanks.  "There  are  a  lot  of  positions  open,  and  these 
first  year  players  are  fighting  for  them.  On  both  sides  of  the  lines,  we'll  see  a  lot  of  new  faces.  We're  only  going  to  average  about  265. 1 
hope  the  enthusiasm  these  freshmen  are  over  into  our  first  game. 

The  Tigers  got  some  talent  in  the  recruiting  season.  Coach  Eubanks  says  he  signed  about  15  players  from  Coahoma  Agricultural  High 
School.  All  were  starters  and  saw  a  lot  of  action.  He  also  has 
Coahoma  County 's  Marcus  Hodges  who  will  probably  get  the 
nod  at  linebacker. 

With  one  defensive  starter  returning  in  the  person  of  John 
Smith,  Eubanks  says,  "It's  a  rebuilding  year." 

"I just  believe  we  can  win  more  than  two  games  this  year,  "  the 
coach  emphasizes.  We  have  a  good  core  of  returning  skill 
players  who  know  Coahoma 's  record,  who  won  some  games  last 
year,  and  who  want  to  go  out  winners  this  year.  If  they  show  our 
new  people  some  leadership,  I  expect  them  to  get  what  they 
want. "
